JIM CROW CARS 0. I. 


Louisiana Law Declared Constitutional 
by the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States decided to-day 
in what is known as the “Jim Crow” car 
case of Plessy vs. Ferguson, that the 
statute of the State of Louisiana requiring 
railroad companies to supply separate 
coaches for white and colored persons is 
constitutional, qcirming the decision of the 
court below. Justice Brown delivered the 
opinion. Justice Harlan dissented. 

SINGER DECISION. 

Justice White handed down the opinion 
of the court in the case of the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine trade mark. The judgment 
of the court below, the Circuit Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois, which 
was against Singer, was reversed. The 
Supreme Court held, however, that others 
using the name Singer“ as a trade mark 
show the source of manufacture.
